HE organization of St. John’s 


Church as “A Christian Congrega- 
tion of The Lutheran Confession” 
took place July 19, 1857, Mr. Frederick 
Reinhold Tramm, a candidate of the- 
Of the 


ology, being the chairman. 
fourteen founders, the 
last to depart was Mr. 
G. F. Brust, his death 
occurring Dec. 16, 1913. 
One week after the or- 
ganization Candidate R. 
Tramm was elected pas- 
tor of the new congre- 
gation. Six weeks later 
he, with the consent of the congrega- 
tion, opened a Day-school. The first 
Deacons were G. Held, Fr. Steigely, Carl 
Backhaus, and Conrad Popp. The orig- 
inal church-building, located at 308 C 
street, soon became too small; and in 
February, 1859, nineteen months after 
the organization, it was decided to add 
fifteen feet. In the following year, 
Sept. 3, 1860, the members resolved to 
affiliate with the “Evangelical Luther- 
an Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and Other 
States”. Ever since St. John’s Congre- 
gation ,yhas remained a faithful member 
of the “Missouri Synod”. Under the

Lord’s blessing the congregation grew 
so fast that on Feb. 26, 1863, the erec- 
tion of a “Brick-church” was resolved. 
On June 1, of the same year, Mr. E. 
Emmerich of Darmstadt, Ind., was call- 
ed as the first Parochial School-teacher. 
The old church-building 
was moved to 308 A 
street, henceforth to 
serve as a school-house; 
and the new church- 
building, at the North- 
west corner of A and 
Third streets, was sol- 
emnly dedicated Feb. 
22, 1864. Three years later the Rever- 
end R. Tramm on account of impaired 
health accepted a pastorate in Michigan. 

His successor became the Reverend 
G. Kuechle. On the day of his instal- 
lation, July 10, 1867, Mr. Julius Siegert, 
a young candidate from the Teachers’ 
College at Addison, IIl., was inducted as 
teacher of the local parochial school, 
and uninterruptedly served in this ca- 
pacity for fifty-five years. He departed 
this life June 14, 1924. Under the Rev- 
erend G. Kuechle’s leadership the neces- 
sary land for a large grave-yard on C 
street was purchased, a new school-

building erected and dedicated, and in 
the person of Henry Hieronymus, of 
Glauchau in Saxony, a second teacher 
for the Christian Day-school was in- 
stalled. On the same lot where the first 
church-building had been located, 308 
C street, the first parsonage was built 
for the sum of $1,681.38. Greatly en- 
larged the building is serving that pur- 
pose today. Having been active but a 
little over a year, Teacher Hieronymous 
died and was laid to rest in Patton’s 
Cemetery. In June, 1869, Teacher 
Christ. Schmalzriedt succeeded him; 
and in March, 1871, Mr. Ernest Fick- 
weiler of Columbia City, Ind., received 
and accepted the congregation’s call as 
the third teacher of St. John’s Lutheran 
School. Faithfully serving for more 
than twenty-eight years he was dis- 
abled by apoplexy and passed away 
March 12, 1908. Toward the close of 
1872 the Reverend G. Kuechle was call- 
ed to Milwaukee, Wis., where he for five 
decades spent the remainder of his pious 
life as a Lutheran pastor. During the 
vacancy Mr. Frederick Lindemann, a 
theological student from Concordia 
Seminary, St. Louis, Mo., and later pro- 
fessor at the Addison, IIl., Teachers’ 
College, assisted in the performance of 
pastoral duties. 

The new pastor of St. John’s, being 
called Feb. 7, 1873, was the Reverend 
Joseph F. Niethammer. Under his 
blessed leadership the congregation 
made great forward strides. The pew- 
rent, hitherto customary, was abolish- 
ed. The lot alongside the church-build- 
ing was acquired. The Church-constitu- 
tion received the addition: “Any one 
affiliated with a secret, oath-bound or- 
ganization cannot become a member of 
this congregation”. The membership 
increased so joyously that, in Novem- 
ber, 1886, it was resolved to enlarge the 


church-building by the addition of a 
cross-shaped part with. galleries, 
amounting to $7,340.54. In place of 
Teacher Wm. Rickmeyer who after nine 
years of diligent service resigned on ac- 
count of ill health, Teacher Louis Wuell- 
ner was installed on New Year’s Day, 
1888. The decade between 1880 and 
1890 surely was one of ingathering for 
St. John’s Church. Immigrants, espe- 
cially from the Northern Provinces of 
Germany, came by the dozen. And on 
New Year’s Day, 1890, Pastor Nietham- 
mer officially reported in the synodical 
Statistical Year-book that St. John’s 
now numbered 1,750 souls, including 
1,130 communicant and 264 voting 
members, and that the Christian Day- 
school, served by four gentlemen teach- 
ers, had 327 pupils. During the past 
year he had baptized 66 children, con- 
ferred the Rite of Confirmation on 44 
persons and officiated at 9 marriages 
and 16 burials, and distributed the sa- 
cred elements of the Eucharist to 2,113 
confessants. But his own time of de- 
parture was nigh. May 7, 1890, while 
making sick-calls, he was stricken with 
appendicitis and died the next morning. 
He was buried in St. John’s Lutheran 
Cemetery, a beautiful marble cross dec- 
orating his grave. 

August 10, 1890, the Reverend 
George Link, Jr., at that time pastor in 
Mount Clemens, Mich., was called as 
Pastor Niethammer’s successor. After 
his arrival the congregation spent $1,- 
225.00 for the enlargement of the par- 
sonage. In the fall of the following 
year, 1892, old Pastor Tramm, the foun- 
der of St. John’s, having resigned his 
pastoral charges because of bodily in- 
firmities, returned to LaPorte and spent 
his few more feeble years among his 
well-known former parishioners, occa- 
sionally assisting the local pastor, until 
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he peacefully entered the final rest Oc- 
tober 26, 1901. His sepulcher in the 
Lutheran Burial-ground, like that of 
Pastor Niethammer, is ornamented with 
a becoming tombstone. Meanwhile St. 
John’s Church did not forget her duties 
toward the living. Immigrants still 
kept on coming; the school-children 
were to be housed more comfortably. 
April 9, 1893, it was resolved to erect a 
new school-building on the site of the 
old one. The contract-price was $10,- 
623.72. What became of the old school- 
buildings? The last—a two-story struc- 
ture—was sold for $275.00; of the other 
two, which were one-story structures, 
one was sold and the other, the original 
church-building, was remodeled into a 
teacherage for Mr. J. Siegert. The old 
landmarks began to fade. In August, 
1895, the congregation passed the res- 
olution that ‘‘All matters not affecting 
either doctrine or conscience shall be 
decided by the majority of the voters 
present”. A small monthly Parish- 
paper was begun in 1897; it lasted 
twenty-three years. April 21, 1901, the 
Reverend G. Link, the aged father of 
the local pastor, was called as assistant 
to his ailing son. He remained three 
years and received a peaceful dismissal. 
October 4; 1903) Rev. :Geo. Link, - Jr.; 
resigned his office on account of throat- 
trouble, entered the political field, serv- 
ed two terms as County Clerk, and died 
September 12, 1913, at the age of fifty 
years and five months. His remains 
rest in Pine Lake Cemetery. 

Three weeks after Rev. Geo. Link’s 
resignation, October 25, 1903, St. John’s 
Church called a new pastor, Paul Eick- 
staedt, then pastor of Immanuel Luth- 
eran Church of Hamilton, Ohio. He ac- 
cepted, and on Dec. 13, 1903, was install- 
ed into office by the Reverend W. H. T. 
Dau of Hammond, Ind., now President 


of Valparaiso University. There was 
no lack of work for the new pastor. A 
paragraph in the Church-constitution 
limiting the official preaching of the 
pastor to the German language, was 
eliminated in March, 1904. In July of 
the same year two vacancies in the 
teaching force were filled by Chas. H. 
Meier and Chas. Strieter of Chicago, 
both of whom after nineteen years of 
labor in the local school, again accepted 
similar charges in Chicago. When they 
joined our teaching force in 1904, two 
lots were immediately bought on Alex- 
ander street and for these families two 
residences built for the sum of $3,909.- 
26. Until now the Day-school number- 
ed only seven grades; in September, 
1905, an eighth Grade was added, en- 
abling the pupils to enter the High 
School without further examinations. 
Two years later, in July, 1907, at the 
celebration of the Golden Anniversary, 
the past work of St. John’s Church be- 
came apparent. During the Fifty years 
of Grace since the founding of the con- 
gregation, there had been baptized 
3,637, confirmed 1,952, communed 98,- 
635 persons, 925 couples were married, 
and 1,421 were buried. The years fol- 
lowing were, on the whole, a period of 
quiet Christian edification, with reason- 
ably good attendance at the public di- 
vine services. Two gentlemen were add- 
ed to the faculty, and another teacher- 
age bought and located in the rear of 
the church-building. During the World 
war St. John’s Congregation contributed 
eighty-six of her young manhood to 
the United States army, four of whom 
secrificed their life in the service. The 
use of the German language receded 
rapidly. St. John’s Day-school today is 
throughout using the English only as 
the medium of instruction. In all but 
one of the Ladies’ Circles (the Frauen-

verein, numbering some two hundred 
members), English only is spoken. The 
Catechumen classes, children’s as well 
as adults’, are instructed in English. 
Almost all of the pastoral acts, Bap- 
tisms, Confirmations, Weddings, Funer- 
als, etc., are performed in English, by 
the express desire of our people. The 
Sunday-school never was conducted in 
another language, and could not be for 
missionary and other reasons. Appli- 
cants for the right of suffrage prefer- 
ring the English are accepted by a form- 
ula read in English. The top of the 
transition-period has safely been pass- 
ed. In 1921 the congregation spent $76,- 
000.00 for the erection of a Parish-hall, 
at the corner of B and Third streets. In 
its vast auditorium with a seating ca- 
pacity of 750 the Sunday-school, com- 
prising thirty-two classes for children, 
--adolescents and adults, and numbering 
some 450 pupils, has found a home. The 
Parish-hall is the meeting-place of the 
Walther League, a flourishing Young 
People’s organization. Here young and 
old mix socially, games of various kinds 
are played, entertainments given, and 
serene committees devote many an hour 
deliberating on St. John’s spiritual and 
temporal welfare. On New Year’s Day, 
1926, it was reported that St. John’s 
numbers 1,900 souls, including 1,320 
communicant and 288 voting members. 
Her free Christian Day-school, bidding 
welcome to any child at any time, had 
an enrollment of 265 pupils. In the past 
year 6 adults and 52 children were bap- 
tized, 9 adults and 34 children confirm- 
ed, 22 marriages performed, and the 
pastor officiated at 28 burials. 2,911 
persons partook of the Lord’s Supper. 
The average preaching of the pastor in- 


cluded thirteen regular Sunday-ser- 
mons, about half of them in English, 
every month. 83 of the congregation’s 
young people are attending the Public 
High School, or Colleges and Universi- 
ties, and ten others prepare themselves 
in Institutions of the Missouri Synod to 
serve as Christian laborers in the Lord’s 
vineyard. So far St. John’s Church fur- 
nished three pastors and seven teachers. 
This summer Mr. Elmer Thode, a candi- 
date from Concordia Seminary, St. 
Louis, Mo., was ordained as missionary 
to China and is now in that field. Dur- 
ing 1925 the congregation contributed 
for outside purposes, as missions, char- 
ities, etc., $9,122.00 and for home pur- 
poses, including the maintenance of the 
Day-school, $24,181.17. The total value 
of the church-property is estimated at 
$110,000.00. The present staff of offi- 
cers, besides the pastor, consists of the 
following gentlemen:

Seventy years of the history of St. 
John’s Ey. Lutheran Church, LaPorte, 
Indiana, had been prepared by the Rev. 
Paul Hickstaedt, and then, suddenly, in 
the midst of arduous tasks at a large 
congregation, he was called to his eter- 
nal home. It, therefore, rests upon the 
present incumbent of St. John’s pastor- 
ate, to bring the last five years of the 
history of the local congregation to a 
conclusion. 


On the twenty-second day of Febru- 
ary in the year 1927, Teacher G. Burger, 
after a long and lingering illness was 
taken out of this vale of tears into the 
mansions eternal in the heaven. Tho 
he served St. John’s congregation only a 
few months more than three years, he 
was yet active in the Lord’s vineyard 
for a period of thirty years. A man of 
patience and of a pleasing personality, 
kind of heart and amiable in temper, he 
was well qualified by God to undertake 
the difficult task of teaching. But not 
long was he permitted to labor here in 
LaPorte. In December, 1926, due to 
the encroachments of disease upon his 
health, Teacher Burger was compelled 
to resign his position. It was hoped 
that freedom from the pressure of duty 
would tend greatly to restore his health 
and enable him to recuperate his 
strength. But God willed it otherwise. 
Trusting in his Savior he fell asleep on 
the twenty-second of February, and 
awoke to the strains of angelic harps in 
heaven. May his labors of love live long 
in the hearts of the members of St. 
John’s congregation. 


On the sixth of Feb., in the year 
1930, Mr. Albert Mellenthin, a life-long 
member of St. John’s Ev. Lutheran 


Church, and for many years one of her 
officers, serving the congregation with 
his time and talents, left this world and 
winged his flight to yon happy land 
where dwells his Savior whom he loved 
so well and served so long in His king- 
dom. He died while holding the office 
of trustee. A sincere Christian and an 
ardent worker for Christ and his church, 
he deemed no labor too prolix, no sacri- 


fice too great, no time too much if de- 


voted to the glory of his Heavenly 
Father and the good of his fellow men. 
Inflamed with his Christ-like purposes, 
he said to his fellow-Christians, if not 
by his words then by his deeds, “Go ye 
and do likewise”. May his inspirited 
efforts on behalf of his church inspire 
all who knew him to set their hand to 
work, and enable them to labor blithely, 
no fatigue in their spirits, and no hesi- 
tation in their gait, in the most import- 
ant of all work—Church Work. 

Due to the heavy demands made up- 
on the pastor’s time, and the inordinate 
amount of work required in so large a 
congregation as St. John’s it was re- 
solved in a special meeting of Jan. 20, 
1930, to call an assistant to the Rev. 
Paul Eickstaedt. Well did the members 
realize that the Pastor, however rich 
his gifts and great his ability, should 
have an assistant who would relieve him 
of some of the routine work in the 
church, and therefore by a great major- 
ity voted that “‘help be provided for the 
aging minister of Christ, and steward of 
the mysteries of God’. However, be- 
fore the resolution could be put into ef- 
fect, other matters intervened, and then 
death, ever wakeful and watchful, in- 
terposed to void the worthy resolve of 
the congregation.

Like a bolt out of a clear sky, the 
news of the sudden death of the Rev. 
Paul Ejickstaedt shocked the members 
of his congregation. In the evening of 
May 29, while filling in a baptismal cer- 
tificate, he laid back his head on a large 
Bible, and, like Enos of old, “was no 
more, for God tock him’’. He died, we 
may say, without a death bed. His was 
not indeed the glorious ascension of 
Elijah in his blazing chariot, but it was 
even more sudden! Yet not unprepared 
for. He knew in whom he had believed. 
To die was gain. As a shock of corn 
fully ripe he came to his end. A death 
without pain or weariness, without lan- 
guishing or decay, an instantaneous 
passage from a family circle below to 
the family circle above where his joy 
» shall be forever full. Decay was not 
upon him. Sickness did not waste him. 
His faculties did not wither up, but in 
the undiminished vigor of his mind, he 
passed up from among us and took his 
seat in the general assembly and church 
of the first born in heaven. 

He died alone. No eye but his Sav- 
ior’s saw him die. No hand but his 
Savior’s took hold of him in the mo- 
ment of departing. Like Moses, God led 
him aside that he might die alone; as 
if that were the most fitting as well as 
the most kind and gracious way of re- 
ceiving him to Himself. The bitterness 
of death he was not to taste; the “long 
day’s dying” was not to “augment his 
pain’. No tears were to be shed around 
him to discompose his parting hour. No 
farewells were to be heard in his soli- 
tary room. No voice of sorrow, no sigh 
of the mourner was to fall upon his dy- 
ing ear. All that his heart was spared. 
The advancing footsteps of death he was 
not to hear; only the quick summons to 
arise, so that he should not know that 
it was death till he had landed on the 
shore of life. In deep silence his spirit 


shook off its mortal wrappings and went 
up to the angels and spirits of the just 
made perfect. 

The Rev. Paul Eickstaedt labored in 
LaPorte for a period of twenty-seven 
years. Under God, his colossal strength 
and his flaming energy permitted him 
to work indefatiguably and to accom- 
plish what he did accomplish in a large 
congregation, despite the heavy de- 
mands made upon his time. He has now 
entered into rest and well does he de- 
serve it. 

After the death of Pastor Paul Eick- 
staedt the congregation engaged the 
services of the former missionary to In- 
dia, the Rev. Fred Zucker. And on the 
second of August, 1931, the Rev. M. E. 
Reinke of Ft. Wayne, Indiana, was call- 
ed as pastor of St. John’s church in La- 
Porte. The call was accepted, and on 
Oct. 11, the new pastor was inducted in- 
to office by the Rev. F. Zucker. 

To date the life in our congregation 
has pursued an even tenor, uninterrupt- 
ed by any noteworthy event. One pos- 
sible exception, perhaps, could be men- 
tioned. In the April meeting of the year 
1932, the congregation resolved, by an 
overwhelming majority to buy a new 
parsonage located at 102 First street. 
Feeling that anv money expended on the 
old home to be mere wasteful extrava- 
gance, the trustees came into the voters’ 
assembly with the recommendation that 
a house, the residence of the late Dr. O. 
Sutherland, be bought for a parsonage. 
The recommendation was accepted and 
made unanimous. The new parsonage 
is a beautiful home, of which any con- 
gregation might justly be proud. 

St. John’s congregation is still a 
growing church. With God’s blessing 
resting upon her, she will continue to be 
a tree of life, whose leaves are for the 
healing of the people.
